The m ain dining room is situated at 
the east end of the building and is 
large enough to accom m odate 200 
diners if necessary.

Before reaehine 
the dining room one finds Ihe lounge 
room filled with com fortable loukin 
chairs and divans and writing desks 
tor those who wish to write letters. 
The kitchen and auxiliary dining 
room are lighted by a skylight *n the 
, room and are ventilated by galvan­ 
ized ducts connected to a fan on the 
roof. 
The air 
is 
changed 
several 
tim es per hour in this m anner. 
The 
coffee shop in the southeast corner 
of the building is arranged for coun­ 
ter and table service and has ail e n ­ 
trance from M ercer street. 
Around the side of the building ‘ 
are seven shops which are being filled 
by m erchants and will probably all be 
taken by the end of the m onth. 
Two stairw ays lead to the second 
floor, one for a service stairw ay and 
one for guests. 
The guest stairw ay 
is also in tlie nature of a fire escape 
as it is enclosed in 8-inch tile and 
has steel fire doors a t each floor 
The building throughout is as fire­ 
proof as hum an ingenuity can make 
it and the fire exit stairw ay is m ere­ 
ly another precaution against danger. 
32 Rooms on Each Floor. 
Like the other floors, the second j 
floor has 32 bedrooms, each finished 
in Am erican w’alnut with a dull v ar­ 
nish finish. 
The floors are of con- j 
crete w ith heavy rugs over them and 
the doors are double ones, to insure 
quiet in the room. 
One side is wood. 1 
the other steel, and should a fire 
break out in one room it could h a rd ­ 
ly spread to the others. 
In all there 160 rooms in the build­ 
ing. of w’hich but 20 have no bath. 
Some rooms are so arranged th a t th e y , 
can be throw n into two, three, four 
or five-room suites, with separate en ­ 
trances to each.

Pent houses on the roof provide

The root itself is a Johns M anville 
roof of composition and paper and 
mopped in hot asphalt. 
At the sides 
the roofing is flashed to the wall b y , 
copper flashing. 
The elevators

Otis design, safety elevators, and a 
double com partm ent in the elevator 
house on the top of the roof in su re s\ 
th a t no noise of the m achinery will 
penetrate to the sleeping quarters.
